SOME APOLOGIES 


PEOPLE who attend to. such matters tell us that 











there were more than ten thousand murders com- 
mitted in this country last year. That has noth- 
ing to do with what follows: it is only stated 
as a sort of introduction. 

Those who rail at criminals evidently 
look at one side of the case only — that 
of the persons who suffer from depredations 
and violence. They never pause to consider 
what apologies there may be for what we 






call crime. The ladies and gentlemen who 
devote their time to soothing the torments of 
prison life, and the general public that is impulsive and warm- 
heated, know that the criminal is more to be pitied than con- 
demned, and the apologies for crime by them set forth should 
be considered by the people who hold the crude theory that 
every infraction of law should be punished. 
A lovely mustache,” or ‘*A beautiful tenor voice.”” As may 
be imagined, this apology prevails most in Dorcas societies, Shaks 





pere ani Bfowning clubs, and in the happy localities where women 
vote. The coarse male jury has not been brought to see what 
bearing the voice and mustache have on stealing from the bank. 

The jury of men must be approached in other ways. ‘+ His father 
was an old soldier;” or, ‘* He was the first settler in Plunkville.”’ This 
excuses anything short of manslaughter, and for that crime reduces the 
punishment to five years. ‘One of the first families,” in the County o1 
State works very well, except in those localities where all the families are 
first. It must be a pretty hard-hearted juryman who will not acknowledge 
that old soldiers, old settlers and members of first families have rights 
superior to common people. 

‘*Has four lovely children.” This plea is not particularly strong 
unless the children stray into court and cry when pinched by the lawyer. 
If the court objects to the children crying, the prisoner gets a new trial. 

‘* First offence ’’—also the first time Mr. X was hit on the head with 
a lead pipe, but it hurt just as bad. It is taken as a self-evident fact that 





































if the criminal is punished for 
his first offence he will immedi- 
| ately repeat it; whereas, if he 
is not punished, he will never 
do so any more. 

‘*Poor boy! He did n’t know 
what he was doing.” The cul- 
prit is in possession of all his 
senses, was never known to 
show any lack of mental 
strength; but when he commits 
a forgery, levants with his em- 
ployer’s money or loots a bank, 
he did n’t know what he was 
doing. And how are you going 
to prove that he did know what 
he was doing? So, there, now! 

‘¢ He was engaged to be mar- 
ried.” Very efficacious, especi- 
ally if his betrothed visits him 
in jail. She is then referred to 
as **that brave girl,” ‘* heroic 
woman,” and ‘‘noble creature.” 
Much used in small towns, and 
sometimes in cities. Needs the 
cooperation of th press to 
point out what will happen to 
the heroic girl if the law pre- 
vents her from marrying a 
felon.
